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Ohioans  Learn  Geography  Hard  Way—Buna, 
Guadalcanal,  Algiers  No  Longer  Just  Places 


ON  Guadalc.inal  Island,  at  least 
for  some  units,  "Thanksgiving 
Day"  was  celebrated  on  Saturday, 
Nov.  28,  with  "real,  fresh  turkey"  a 
featured  item  of  the  day"s  menu, 
reports  First  Lieut.  Karl  H.  Schmidt, 
"41,  Akron  (see  picture),  of  the 
Marines.  From  other  statements  in 
his  letter  it  is  apparent  that  he  and

Col.  Eddie  Rickenhacker  are  in  agree- 
ment as  to  the  nature  of  the  situation 
on  the  island  where  Rickenhacker 
has  recently  stated  that  "there  I 
found  a  real  hell  hole  —  mud  and 
corruption."  Lieut.  Schmidt  ex- 
pressed the  hope  that  the  people  back 
home  would  quit  quibbling  over 
wages  and  over-time  work,  and  in- 
dicated a  willingness  to  trade  places 
with  some  of  the  home  front  laggards. 
Lieut,  (j.g.)  Roger  C.  Crow,  '41.\, 
Cleveland,  bombardier  and  a  veteran 
of  many  weeks  of  fighting  in  the 
Guadalcanal  area,  is  now  home  on 
furlough.  Among  the  souvenirs  that 
he  brought  with  him  were  a  Jap 
sniper's  suit  made  of  coconut  fiber, 
some  Japanese  money,  and  two  kinds 
of  Jap  cigarettes,  one  for  the  officers 
and  one  for  the  enlisted  men  "and 
both  terrible  smokes."  Lieutenant 
Crow  is  a  member  of  a  Navy  dive 
bomber  squadron  which  in  five  weeks 
of  operations   from   Henderson   Field 


attacked  88  Japanese  warships  and 
six  transports,  sinking  or  damaging 
18  of  them.  The  squadron  joined 
the  forces  on  Guadalcanal  in  the 
early  fall,  going  in  from  the  deck  of 
an  aircraft  carrier  which  had  been 
at  sea  nearly  two  months. 

Lieut.  Roger  Dyar,  one  of  the  two 
U.  S.  Army  officers  who  recently 
dived  P-47  Thunderbolt  fighter  planes 
at  a  speed  of  725  miles  an  hour — 
more  than  12  miles  a  minute  —  is 
the  brother  of  Genevieve  Dyar,  "39, 
2-yr.,  of  Lowell.  The  two  pilots 
hurtled  downward  in  power  dives 
so  fast  that  their  control  sticks  were 
"frozen."  They  had  to  resort  to 
emergency  devices  to  pull  out  of  the 
dives.

Detroit  Tigers,  won  63  games  and 
lost  only  four.  Victories  were  scored 
over  the  Chicago  White  Sox,  the 
Philadelphia  Phillies,  and  an  all-star 
team  picked  from  the  Cincinnati 
Reds  and  the  Chicago  Cubs.  For 
further  interesting  news  concerning 
the  young  naval  officer  see  page  14.

The  trip  by  bus  from  Cleveland  to 
the  Edwards  home  in  Youngstown 
required  almost  as  long  a  time.

"17,  a  field  artillery  officer  in  World 
War  I  who  remained  in  the  Army, 
was  .recently  commended  by  his 
superior  officer  for  "excellent  mortar 
work""  in  the  capture  of  Buna  in  New 
Guinea.  The  report  was  made  by 
LJnited  Press  Correspondent  Frank 
Hewlitt  who  cabled  an  eye-witness 
account  of  the  Buna  action.  Colonel 
McCreary  is  the  husband  of  the  for- 
mer Alberta  Jones,  "16.  2-yr. 

According  to  a  United  Press  cor- 
respondent, Corp.  Samuel  S.  Balish, 
'J6x,  Summit,  N.  J.,  a  member  of  a 
signal  corps  detachment  that  landed 
at  Arzeu  Beach,  Algeria,  in  the 
invasion  of  North  Africa,  used  his 
knowledge  of  the  Arabic  language 
to  capture  75  native  troops  and  their 
French  officer.  Corporal  Balish  is 
of  Syrian  extraction.  The  American 
soldier  found  the  natives  and  the 
French  officer  asleep  in  their  barracks.

"1  told  them  the  situation,  "  he  re- 
ports, "'and  promised  they  would  be 
free  in  a  couple  of  days.  They  were 
friendly.  I  gave  them  a  couple  of 
packs  of  American  cigarettes  and  im- 
prisoned them  in  a  nearby  railroad 
station."" 

Second  Lieut.  Emerson  Houf,  '40, 
Athens,  of  the  U.  S.  Marines,  in  ser- 
vice at  Guadalcanal,  h;is  received 
commendation  from  his  superior 
officer  for  the  rescue  of  another 
officer  whose  plane  crashed  in  water 
about  four  and  one-half  miles  off 
Kokumbona  Beach.  The  incident  oc- 
curred on  Nov.  17.  The  commenda- 
tion reads,  in  part,  as  follows:  "The 
plane  piloted  by  Lieut.  Pollock 
crashed  about  8,000  yards  off  Ko- 
kumbona beach  and,  there  being  no 
crash  boast  available  to  affect  his 
rescue,  Lieut.  Houf,  at  great  personal 
risk  to  himself,  paddled  out  to  the 
scene  of  the  accident  in  a  two-man 
rubber  boat  against  a  strong  and 
treacherous  current  and  brought  in 
Lieut.  Pollock,  who  had  been  injured 
in  th»^  crash.  The  crashed  plane  was 
receiving  enemy  fire  just  prior  to  the 
rescue.  Had  it  not  been  for  the 
prompt  action  of  Lieut.  Houf,  a  val- 
uable officer  would  have  been  lost  to 
the  service,  and  it  is  my  opinion  that 
Lieut.  Houf  deserves  highest  praise, 
as  his  actions  were  far  beyond  the 
ordinary  call  of  duty." 

In  a  Chinese  newsreel  recently 
brought  to  the  United  States  by 
Madame  Chiang  Kai-shek,  famed 
first  lady  of  China's  fighting  millions, 
Lieut.    Richard   E.    Cole,    "41x,    Day- 
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ton,  personal  pilot  to  Major  Gen. 
James  Doolittle  on  the  Tokyo  raid, 
is  to  he  seen  receiving  a  decoration 
from  Madame  Chiang  Kai-shek.  In 
the  picture  Lieutenant  Cole  was 
standmg  immediately  behind  General 
Doolittle. 

Maj.  George  O'Brien,  ".^9.\, 
Youngstcwn  (see  picture),  is  now 
serving  overseas  after  a  rapid  rise  in 
the  Army  Air  Force  on  the  home 
front.  Major  O'Brien  was  a  train- 
ing director  at  Kelly  Field,  Texas, 
before  leaving  for  foreign  service. 
He  had  previously  been  commanding 
officer  of  a  headquarters  squadron  at 
Boiling  Field,  Washington,  D.  C. 
Last  March,  he  was  selected  to  pilot 
a  group  of  six  officers  who  taught 
the  psychology  of  aerial  combat  to 
Army  combat  units  throughout  the 
country.  The  instructional  staff  was 
headed  by  Col.  Eddie  Rickenbacker, 
Ace  in  World  War  I,  who  has  just 
returned  to  the  United  States  after 
a  harrowing  experience  in  the  South 
Pacific. 

Lieut.  W.  D.  Wells,  'J 7,  Ovid,  N. 
Y.,  is  the  skipper  of  a  huge  Army 
transport  plane  which  is  carrying 
food  and  supplies  to  embattled 
American  soldiers  in  New  Guinea, 
up  to  within  a  few  miles  of  the  Jap- 
anese lines.  The  transport  line  is 
called  "The  Bully  Beef  Express"  by 
the  ground  fighters. 

Lieut.  Col.  John  M.  "Jack"  Emde, 
'20,  former  assistant  principal  of 
South  High  School,  Akron,  and  now 
an  officer  in  the  Inspector  General's 
Department  of  the   U.   S.    Army,   is 


somewhere  in  the  Pacific  area  serving 
as  Force  Inspector  General,  meaning, 
we  presume,  that  he  is  attached  to 
one  of  the  Army's  hard-hitting  task 
forces.

Apprentice  Seaman  Baird  had  lunch 
with  a  rear  admiral  of  the  navy, 
dined  with  about  200  navy  mothers, 
and  was  guest  of  honor  on  several 
radio  programs.

Lieutenant  Edwards,  a  native  of 
England,  was  graduated  with  honors 
at  Ohio  University,  receiving  the  de- 
gree of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Elec- 
trical Engineering.  In  his  senior  year 
he  was  vice  chairman  of  the  under- 
graduate chapter  of  the  American  In- 
stitute of  Electrical  Engineers.  He 
was  commissioned  a  second  lieutenant 
last  June  25  at  Miami,  Fla. 

Burial  services  for  the  deceased 
flier  were  held  at  Amsterdam,  where 
He  is  survived  by  his  parents,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Charles  T.  Edwards.  Also  sur- 
viving are  two  sisters  and  a  brother. 


Washington  Officials  Cancel  Plans 
For  Navy  Pre-Flight  Training   Unit 

The  Navy  Prc-Flight  Training  unit 
of  600  cadets  which  was  awarded  to 
Ohio  University  late  in  November 
was,  on  December  13,  withdrawn  up- 
on order  of  the  War  Manpower 
Commission,  which  ruled  that  no 
naval  training  units  would  be  per- 
mitted to  be  installed  at  any  univer- 
sity which  already  has  an  R.O.T.C. 
(Army)  unit. 

No  appeal  was  left  open,  accord- 
ing to  the  Navy  official  who  notified 
the  university  by  telephone  from 
Washington,  even  though  extensive 
preparations  had  been  made  locally 
for  the  reception  of  the  unit  and  sev- 
eral thousands  of  dollars  worth  of 
equipment  had  been  shipped  in  for 
use  of  the  Navy  men. 

That  the  action  of  the  McNutt- 
headed  group  had  not  been  long  con- 
sidered is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that 
a  Navy  inspection  officer,  in  Athens 
at  the  time  of  the  cancellation  notice, 
knew  nothing  of  the  action  until  in- 
formed by  university  authorities. 
Several  other  universities  throughout 
the  country  where  preparations  had 
been  made  to  accommodate  Naval 
training  units  were  similarly  disap- 
pointed. 

Under  the  terms  of  the  contract 
negotiated  with  the  Navy  Bureau  of 
Personnel,  Ohio  University  was  to 
provide  approximately  fifty  faculty 
members  for  instruction  in  ten  sub- 
ject fields:  navigation,  physical  geog- 
raphy, physics,  theory  of  flight,  fa- 
miliarization with  aircraft,  mathemat- 
ics, aerology,  engines,  recognition  of 
surface  craft,  and  code  and  blinker. 

Housing  facilities  for  the  unit  were 
to  be  provided  at  Howard  Hall  and 
the  Men"s  Dormitory.  In  addition  to 
the  dormitories,  the  unit  would  have 
required  24  classrooms  on  the  cam- 
pus, and  drill  and  recreational  facili- 
ties at  the  athletic  field  and  the  Men"s 
Gymnasium.  To  have  been  assigned 
to  the  unit  for  classroom  and  office 
space  were  the  first  floor  of  Ellis  Hall, 
the  second  fltwr  of  Ewing  Hall,  and 
the  third  flixir  of  Music  Hall. 

Dr.  Einar  A.  Hansen,  in  his  capac- 
ity as  chairman  of  Ohio  University "s 
War  Activities  Committee,  had  been 
named  coordinator  for  the  Naval 
Pre-Flight  unit.  Under  the  plans, 
the  first  complement  of  approximate- 
ly 200  men  would  have  arrived  in 
Athens  on  January'  7,  and  each  month 
thereafter  a  similar  group  would  have 
come  until  the  unit  numbered  600 
cadets. 
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On  and  About  the  Campus 


BECAUSE   COLLEGES   and   uni 
versities  all  over  the  country  are 
reporting  a  spirit  of  unrest  and  con 
fusion   bordering,   in  some  instances, 
upon    a    mild    hysteria,    Dr.    Francis 
J.  Brown,  consultant  for  the  Ameri 
can    Council    on    Education    and    an 
educational  adviser  to  the  War  Man 
power  Commission,   has  advised  col 
lege  students  who  are  uncertain  about 
their  military   status   and  wondering 
what  to  do  after  the  holidays  to  "go 
back   to  school   and  stay   there   until 
actually    called    into    military    ser- 
vice." 

Members  of  the  Army  Enlisted 
Reserve  who  will  be  affected  by 
the  new  military  training  program 
will  not  be  called  for  some  time 
yet,  in  the  opinion  of  Dr.  Brown. 
He  also  believes  that  many  civilian 
students  who  remain  in  school  will 
get  temporary  draft  deferments, 
and  some,  eventually,  may  have 
their  tuition  paid  by  the  Govern- 
ment. 

"No  student,"  said  the  ACE 
consultant,  "who  is  a  member  of 
the  Enlisted  Reserve  will  be  called 
to  active  duty  under  this  program 
until  at  least  two  weeks  after  com- 
pletion of  his  first  academic  term 
or  semester  which  ends  in  1943, 
and  most  of  them  may  not  be 
called  for  a  long  time  after  that." 

At    Ohio    University,     students 
inducted      into      military      service 
through     the     National     Selective 
Service   System   will   receive   a   re- 
fund of  the  general  registration  fee 
of    S40    for    the    semester    during 
which  they  are  called  if  no  academic 
credit  is  earned  or  requested.     There 
are  422   men  enrolled  in   the  Army 
Reserve  unassigned.

A  FTER  TWO  years  of  plan- 
-^  *■  ning  by  the  engineering  de- 
partment and  the  School  of  Dra- 
matic Art,  a  radio  broadcasting 
station  has  been  established  at 
Ohio  University.  The  station,  with 
call  letters  WOUB,  has  been  entered 
as  a  trial  member  of  the  Intercol- 
legiate Broadcasting  System  and  is 
of  the  wired  type  now  used  at  East- 
ern universities  such  as  Yale,  Prince- 
ton, and  Harvard.  Because  of  this 
set-up,  reception  is  possible  only  in 
buildings  which  have  a  direct  wire 
leading  to  them  from  the  broadcast- 
ing station  in  the  balcony  of  Ewing 
Hall  auditorium.  The  only  buildings 
thus  far  serviced  are  Lindley  Hall 
and  the  Student  Center  Building, 
although  as  soon  as  the  necessary 
materials  can  be  obtained  broadcasts 
will  be  sent  over  the  university  light- 
ing circuit  and  radio  sets  will  be  able 
to  pick  up  the  programs  within  50 
feet  of  any  university  lighting  cir- 
cuit  as  well   as   in   nearby   cars   and 
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adjoining  buildings.  No  special  con- 
nections arc  needed  for  individual 
receiving  sets. 

BECAUSE    THE    Men's    Gymna- 
sium    will     he     unavailable,     the 
Junior-Senior    Prom    Committee    has 
•umounced  that  plans  for  the  winter 
prom,  scheduled  for  January  8,  have 
been  abandoned.     Arrangements  had 
previously  been   made  for  combining 
the    annual    Junior    Prom    and    the 
Senior  Ball  in  one  event.     Chairman 
John  E.   McGrath,  Lakewood  sen- 
ior, issued  the  following  statement: 
"Because   of    the    added    need    for 
and  use  of  the  gym  for  the  physical 
welfare  program  and  for  basketball 
practice   and   home   games,   it  was 
deemed  advisable  not  to  relax  the 
regulation    forbidding    the    use    of 
the    gym    as    the    site    of    campus 
dances."

Besides  Cornell,  partici- 
pants in  the  program  held  in  the 
Alumni  Memorial  Auditorium,  De- 
cember 7,  were  Dr.  H.  T.  Houf,  pro- 
fessor of  philosophy,  whose  son,  a 
Marine,  was  recently  cited  for  gallan- 
try on  Guadalcanal  Island;  Rev.  Fred 
E.  Luchs,  of  the  Athens  Presbyterian

and  the  Ohio  University  Band.

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Some  300  Schools  To  Be  Selected 
By  Army-Navy  for  Training   Units 

On  December  17,  War  Secretary 
Stimson  and  Navy  Secretary  Knox 
announced  plans  to  contract  for  the 
facilities  of  a  selected  number  of  col- 
leges and  universities  "where  qualified 
young  men  will  he  detailed  for  edu- 
cational training." 

The  joint  statement,  summarizing 
the  Army's  training  program,  said: 
"The  objective  of  this  plan  is  to  meet 
the  need  of  the  Army  for  the  spec- 
ialized technical  training  of  soldiers 
on  active  duty  for  certain  Army 
tasks  for  which  its  own  training  facil- 
ities are  insufficient  in  extent  or  char- 
acter." It  added  that  the  plan  would 
provide  for  "selection  for  this  train- 
ing of  qualified  young  men  on  a  broad 
democratic  basis  without  regard  to 
financial  resources." 

"The  selection  of  soldiers  for  such 
training  will  be  made  from  enlisted 
men  who  have  completed  or  are  com- 
pleting their  basic  training  .  .  .  only 
enlisted  men  under  22  years  of  age 
will  be  eligible  for  selection,  except 
for  an  advanced  stage  of  technical 
training." 

All  men  assigned  to  college  train- 
ing courses  will  be  uniformed  and 
will  receive  the  pay  and  be  under  the 
discipline  of  the  regular  Army,  Navy, 
Marine  Corps,  or  Coast  Guard. 

At  the  termination  of  any  phase 
of  specialized  training,  under  the  new 
program,  the  trainees  may  be — 

1.  Selected  for  further  training  at 
an  officer  candidate  school. 

2.  Recommended  for  a  technical 
noncommissioned  officer. 

.^.  Returned  to  troops. 

4.  In  exceptional  cases,  detailed  for 
very  advanced  technical  training. 

5.  In  very  exceptional  cases,  be 
made  available  for  technical  work  to 
be  done  out  of  the  army,  but  deemed 
to  be  highly  important  to  the  war  ef- 
fort. 

Because  of  a  demonstrated  willing- 
ness to  cooperate  with  the  Navy  in 
its  plans  to  establish  a  naval  unit  on 
the  local  campus — plans  which  were 
abruptly  revised,  as  reported  else- 
where— and  because  the  local  R.O. 
T.C.  organization  has  annually  rated 
as  one  of  the  best  in  the  Fifth  Service 
Command,  it  is  thought  that  Ohio 
University  will  receive  favorable  con- 
sideration when  the  list  of  some  300 
training  institutions  is  made  up. 

Navy  officials,  when  surveying  the 
possibilities  for  the  naval  unit,  re- 
ported that  Ohio  University's  facili- 
ties were  among  the  best  and   most 


adaptable   in   the  9th   Naval   District. 
It  is  expected  that  soldiers  will  be 
assigned  to  the  selected  schools  during 
the  month  of  February.

American   Flier  Helps  Bomb  Italian 
War  Fleet  and  Rumanian  Oil  Fields 

A  hero's  medal,  two  official  com- 
mendations, and  enough  thrills  to  last 
a  lifetime  have  already  come  to  First 
Lieut.  Cecil  E.  Patterson,  Jr.,  '43x, 
McKeesport,  Pa.  (see  picture  on 
front  cover) ,  a  pilot  in  a  heavy  bomb- 
er squadron  of  the  famous  Halverson 
Task  Force  in  the  Middle  East. 

The  medal,  a  Silver  Star,  was 
awarded  for  participation  in  an  at- 
tack, June  15,  which  routed,  with 
heavy  damage,  an  Italian  fleet  in  the 
Mediterranean  composed  of  two  bat- 
tleships, a  cruiser,  and  several  destroy- 
ers. 

Mistaken  for  enemies  by  escorting 
units  of  a  British  convoy.  Lieutenant 
Patterson's  squadron  was  subjected  to 
heavy  anti-aircraft  fire  on  its  way  to 
meet  II  Duce's  warships.  Returning 
from  the  attack  the  all-American 
squadron  was  attacked  by  two  Ger- 
man Messerschmitt  planes,  one  of 
which  was  shot  down  and  the  other 
badly  crippled.  The  convoy,  bound 
to  the  aid  of  beleaguered  Malta,  ar- 
rived intact.  In  reporting  the  affair 
to  his  parents,  in  September,  the 
young  flier  said  that  "we  put  on  what 
the  English  called  a  good  show." 

On  June  12,  Lieutenant  Patterson, 
flying  a  Liberator,  B-24,  participated 
in  a  highly-destructive  raid  on  Ru- 
manian oil  fields  vital  to  the  Axis 
cause,  for  which  he  was  also  cited  for 
gallantry  in  action.  The  raid  was 
personally  lead  by  Col.  H.  A.  Hal- 
verson, commander  of  U.  S.  bombers 
in  the  Middle  East  theater. 

Pat's  plane,  the  "Black  Mariah 
II,"  which  engaged  in  26  combat  mis- 
sions and  flew  the  "mail  run"  to  Ben- 
ghazi and  the  "milk  run"  to  Tobruk 
scores  of  times,  was  this  fall  replaced 
by  the  "Black  Mariah  III." 

Lieutenant  Patterson's  father  is 
chief  engineer  of  the  McKeesport 
plant  of  the  National  Tube  Co.,  and 
served  as  a  lieutenant  in  the  Air 
Corps  in  World  War  I.

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Dayton  Blanks  Bobcats  in  Gridiron  Finale; 
Two  Named  on  Honor  Team;  Basketball  Starts

AniSAFPOINTlNG  showing  hy  Ohio's  Bobcats  in 
the  final  gridiron  game  of  the  season,  Thanksgiving 
Day,  permitted  the  Dayton  Flyers  to  walk  out  of  their 
wind-swept  stadium  winners  of  the  days  laurels  hy  a 
decisive  20  to  0  margin. 

Instead  of  the  brilliant  climax  looked  forward  to  by 
Ohio  partisans,  the  Green  and  White  eleven  made  its 
most  impotent  showing  of  the  year.  A  scoring  punch  was 
lacking,  and  three  pay-off  opportunities  went  uncapital- 
i;ed  upon.  As  was  true  throughout  the  season,  a  weak 
passing  attack  was  the  greatest  handicap. 

Statistically,  the  Bobcats  weren't  far  behind  the  Fly- 
ers.    Each   team  regis- 
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tered  nine  first  downs 
and  the  Bobcats  had  a 
net  gain  by  rushing  of 
ISi  yards  to  Dayton's 
IS?.  To  the  latter  fig- 
ure Dayton  added  77 
yards  acquired  by  pass- 
ing, for  the  difference 
in  offense. 

Gerry  Ramsey  was 
Ohio's  ball-carrying 
star,  John  Fekete  and 
Bill  Hein;,  ordinarily 
the  big  guns,  being  bot- 
tled up  by  the  alert 
Flyers.  Dayton  has  not 
been  defeated  on  its 
home  field  since  1940. 

The  record  for  Ohio's  1942  gridiron  season  has  gone 
into  the  books  as  five  victories  and  three  defeats.  The  wins 
were  scored  at  the  expense  of  Akron,  Butler,  Ohio  Wes-
